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THE ARMOR PLATE SCANDAL. 

It is a matter of congratulation to the naval ser 
vice that none of its cfficers isin any wav concerned 
in the armor plate acandal. Secretary Herbert’s re- 
pert in tbe matter shows corelusively that no 
blame attaches to any of the efficers for the frauds 
which bave been committed at the Carnegie Steel 
Works. The report of the Secretary bas been so ex- 
teneively published that we do not need to repro. 
duce it here, Summed up in the language of Capt. 
8S+mpeon, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, it would 
appear “that fraud waa practised against the Gov- 
ernment at the works of the Carnezie Steel Co., 
with thekrowledge and under the direction of the 
sup*rinterdent and other leeding men.” 

The attention of the Department was called tothe 
matterin Sentember Jast by an attorney at Pitte- 
burg, Jomee H. Smitb, acting for certain empleyees 
of the Carnegie Steel Co., Lmtd. Thoy were off-red 
25 per cept. of any rum the Government might re- 
cover as the result of the information furnished by 
them to the Department. The allegations were that 
the company’s employees had failed to temper 
armor evenly and prenerly, bad plugged and con- 
cealed blowholes, which would probably bave 
caured a rejortion of plates by the Government in- 
spectore, ard had re-treated at nigbt in the absence 
of the inepectora and witbout their knowledge 
plates which bad been selected for the ballistic test, 
so ae te make there plates better and tougber than 
the groupof plates represented by them. It was 
further asserted that under tbe direction of Super 
intendents Schwab. Corey and Cline, the statements 
furnished to the Government inspector were in 
many cases falae, 

Bv examination of the plates, and in other ways. 
the Department satisfi-d iteelf of the truth of the 
cbarees, and «ff+red a report recommending that 
the offending concern be assessed fifteen per cent. 
upor the price of the armor” they bave manufac- 
tured for the Goveroment and premiums received, 
AD sppvea!l was taken to President Cleveland, who 
red. ced the penalty to ten per cent., and limited it 
to armor manufactured between the timeof the 
diernovery of the firat irreeularities, November, 
1862, and the date of their correction, Nov. 16 1863. 
‘lhe amount so nfgnufac’nree ig reported to be 2 647,- 
937 tore, and ite ca'ne $1.404 891.41. Ten per cen’. of 
tb's value is 3140.484.94 and touis amount was paid by 
the « moany s1d'wenty five per cent. of it, $35,- 
12123 went totheinformers. in his report the sec- 
Tetery saye; 

“The Department was very much gratified to find 
that it was the opinion of the officers engaged in 
making these investigations that, althoueh a por- 
tion of the armor delivered by this company was 
not ino all respects equal to the very best armor that 
cou'd be manufactured under the new and im 
proved processes which have been adopted, yet that 
tbe armor was all good, and in all cases the steel 
was eof the best quality, the nickel thoroughly and 
equally distributed through the mass, and that the 
defects, resulting from blowholes, and the failure 
to aonesal and temperin all respects, as it should 
bave been done to bave it the best that it was pos- 
sible to make, nevertheless left the armorat least 
five per cent. better than the lowest limit of toler- 
ance, 

“The Department is gratified to be able to state 
thet all these irregularities occurred while the com- 
pany was still engaged upon ligbt armor and before 
their beavy forging plant was placed in operation 
for tbe manufacture of the heavy armor of the 
battlesbins, 

“The Department deems it proper to state that 
throuvebout the whole of this transaction nothing 
hes occurred to show that any officer of the Navy 
bad been guilty of conniving at any of these irregu- 
larities. Neitber is there anything whatever to 
sbow tbat any director of the company bad any 
kvowledge of the transactions berein set forth. 

“Tbe Department bas redoubled its vigilance at 
all points wherever night work is being done for 
tbe Government inspectors are required to beon 
duty nigbt and day.” 


CONFLICTING NAVAL OPINIONS. 


In a circular- letter to the line officers of the Navy 
the Line Committee say: * After several montns of 
careful study and investigation, the Live (‘ommit- 
tee unanimously adopted a plan of reorganization, 
whicb, contrary to its intention, was introduced in 
the Senate before the Secretary made bis recom- 
mendations, and is pow known as the Hale Bill. The 
chief aim of the commi:tee in the proposed reor- 
gapiza:ion was to increase the military ¢fficiency of 
tbe service and to make it more homogeneous. At 
first glance the Hale Bill seems somewhat radical, 
but a close consideraticn of it will show that each 
cbapge proposed isto be gradual and can be sus- 
tained by facts and sound arguments. Nothing is 
advocated that will injure any individual now in 
the service ” 

Ata meeting beld at the Arlington Hotel, Feb. 
17, there was no greater division tban 35 negatives 
to 150 affrmatives on apy feature of the bill. It is 
hela tbat tbe line bill will save about half a million 
dollars anvually and greatly increase tbe efficiency 
of the Navy us a military organization. There is no 
intention, the commitice state, of antagonizing the 
plans of the Secretary, and the action of the com- 
mittee will depend entirely upon the recommenda- 
tions of the Secretary and the attitude of the Joint 
Commission. The plan of compulsory retirement is 
designed to relieve the stagnation of promotion. [he 
committee are notinclined to push the pay features 
of the bill at the riek of jeopardizing their chances 
of obtaining an efficient military reorgan)zation. 
The treasurer of the committee is Lieut. Richard 
Wainwright, Navy Department, to whom tbe an- 
Dual subscription of five dollars for the expenses of 
the Line Officers’ Association should be remitted. 
The epgineers of the Navy bavea bill before Con- 
gress to increase their corps by more than fifty per 
cent. and to give them positive rank and /|ine titles 
witb military command intheirown department; 
tbe Medical Corps ark tor positive rank and line 
titles; tbecivil epgineers desire an increase of pum- 
bers and assigpment to the Bureau of Yards and 
Dock», and the Marine Corps wishes an increase of 
pumbers and authority to perform additional 
duties. 

Sucb aresome of the yaryinpg opinions upon the 
subj ct of paval reorgapizstion now betore Con- 
giers to be reconciled. The result will probably be 
that no vhange will be made, 





TRIAL OF COMMANDER HEYERMAN. 


AT the opening of the Court-martial in the case 
of Comdr. Heyerman objection was made by the 
accused to the epecifications for indefiniteness, as 
there are two known currents at Roneado”, and the 
one referred to sbeuld bave bee specifivd. The ob- 
jection was overruled. Rear Admiral Stanton re- 
viewed his former testimony before the Court of 
Ingnirv and spoke iv high terms of Comdr. Heyer- 
man’s abilitv and fidelity. He was asked: 


** What cabin did you occupy on board the Kear- 
sar 
« =e one adjoining Comdr. Heyerman’s,” was the 
replv.

“In your judg nent, did he bestow the proper care 
and attention on matters connected with the navi- 
gation of the ship ?” 

**He displayed po signs of negligence or careless 
ness,”"” 

Lieut. Hood testified that he hada conversation 
witb Comdr. Heyerman, in which he advised bim to 
be careful in the expenditure of coal. Lieut. Lyman 
was asked: 

‘* What reason did Comdr. Heyerman give for not 
getting up steam earlier ip the dav ?"’ 

“He bad two reasons. One wasa disinclination 
to expend coal as long as the wind beld fair, and the 
other was that he expected the wind to freshen in 
tbe afternoon.” 

The testimony was cubstantiallvy the same as that 
before the Court of I[nquirv. The defence was 
closed witb reading a statement from Comdr. Hey- 
ermap,in which be said: 

That T did not steer a course that took meclear of Ron- 
cesdor Reef is undoubtedly true, «nd I «equally acknow'led ze 
that there was plentv of searoom to the northward for me 
to do 30, bad my judgment dictated that such would be the 
proper method of navigating under the circumatances. But 
tbat I reg] cted or failed to do so is not established by one 
word of testimony. 

T is not prssibie that a single officer or man of the Kear- 
sarge, por any person who has beard the testimony betore 
tbis c urt, can say that | w s negligent in anv way what- 
ever, During the afternoon of Feb 2 every moment of my 
time and, nearly every thoughtia my mind, was devoted to 
na vigatiog the ship and keeping her clear of the danger I 
well knew to exist, 

If thut is negligence, then must a man be beld negligent 
tor every act of his life which is not followed by favorable 
results. 

In the Judge Advocate's opinion this disaster was 
due, be said, as far as he could read within the lines, 
to an unfortunate attempt, for which there was po 
necessity, to skirt a reef in the darkness which even 
in broad daylight was 8 menace to navigators at 
once. 

The trial of Lieut. Lyman will follow without de- 
lav. The New York Herald, in its report, says: 
“Toe orders at this time indicate that the Navy De- 
rartment bas no idea of securing a finding against 
Heyerman, and will lose notime in trying Lieut, 
Lyman, Lieut. Lyvan blames the accident on the 
charts that were furolshed the vessel, which had 
not been corrected for about sixty years, and were 
wholly unreliable, as far as they baye information 
about currents.” 








THE CHARGES AGAINST LIEUT, LYMAN, 


THE charges and specifications of charges pre- 
ferred against Lieut. Chari+s H. Lyman. U.S Navy, 
a'lege Charge l1—Neglect of Duty, II., “Culpable in- 
+ flicieacy in the performance of duty.”’ The speci 
fications under the first charge allege that the ac- 
cused, while serving as pavigator on board the U.S, 
flageh'p Kearsarge, did neglect and fail to person- 
aily take an observation for longitude on the morn- 
ing of the wreck; did, although the weather per 
mitted, neglect and fail to obtain the local devia- 
tion of the compass on the lst and again on the 2: 
of February. 

The specification under the second charge alleges 
that Lievt Lyman, well knowing that at about sun 
set, the Kearsarge bad nearly run her estimated 
distance f}0w the 40'clock post meridian position, 
obtained and plotted by bim, to the position ot 
Roncador bank, Caribbean Sea, and weil knowing 
the difficulty of sighting said bank from a safe di-- 
tance after darkness fell, under the conditions of 
weather then existing, did fail to advise his com- 
manding officer, as it was clearly his duty to do, to 
lay asafe course for sad vessel to the northward 
before continuing on a westerly course. 








NAVAL WAR CULLAGE. 


THE proposed problem in tbeart of war for the 
current session of the Naval War College assumes a 
declaration of war Oct, 1, the masking of Sandv 
Hook by the enemy's fleet Oct. 20; the arrival of 60 
nestile men-of-war wiih a corps of 30,000 men iu 
100 transports Nov. 15; the occupation of Gardiper's 
Bay and Fisher’s isiand, and New Lonaou, with 
our defensive force of 38 vessels: the landing of the 
30,000 enemy at Narragansett Pier and Wickford 
witn an immediate movement upon Stonington 
and Groton, the destruction of New Land Bridge, 
and the occupation of Fisher’s Island. The various 
problems of defenve that arise out of this situation 
are to be discussed. The probable concentration of 
an Army to check the advance of the enemy’s 
corps will be described, the preparation to take 
the offensive in case of disaster to the enemy, 
to operate against Halifax and Bermuda, and the 
plan of 4 combined attack by our Army and Navy 
to capture Fisner’s Island. Assuming the posses- 
sion of Long Island Sound, and the cutting of the 
Sbore Line of railroad, what will be the effect of 
this grave disaster, and the best means of counter- 
acting it? It will be cbserved that the problems to 
be discussed equally interest Army and Navy. The 
scbedule of work for the session of 1894, four 
montbs, inciudes the study of strategy, tne con- 
duct of war naval tactics and coast defence, torpedo 
warfare, internatioual law, maritime interests of 
the Upited States, the ram and its handling, naval 
history, Daval tactics, Marine corps in coast de- 
fence, electricity as applied to war, types of ships, 
diversions in defensive war, coal and other suppiies 
required, rationing and bygiene, protection for war 
Vessels, tactical work wito lauuches aud war charts. 

If the North Atlantic Squadron should arrive 
during the Course, the Cisse and the College Staff 
will bold themselves ready to work under direction 
ot the Commander-in-Chief_in such exercises as he 
g may direct,

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


QuITE 8 number of new French torpedo boats are 
shortly to undergo their trial at Cherbourg, most of 
which are expected to attain aspeed of at least 24 
knots. 

AN aluminium boat, the Jules: Davoust, has been 
sent out totbe Niger bv the F encn Governmert 
for bydrographical purposes It weighs abour 4,400 
pounds and has acapacity of 11 tons, with a drauent 
of about 15 inches. Two Hotchkiss quick-firing 
guns are mounted amidsbips. 

ALTHOUGH the cry at tbe present is in favor of 
high treeboards for seayvoing battleships, many 
naval critics are, observes the London correspon- 
dent of tbe Glasgow Herald, quite satisfied with the 
Monitor class for coast defence, and corresponding 
to this type are a goodly number of vessels on the 
active list. 

THE trial trip of the Indiana by the Government 
will occur between Mayl and10. The reason for 
baving the trial so early is that as the United States 
has no dock to accomodate her, her bot om would 
become foul and a test under that condition would 
be neither fair to her builders nor to the Govern- 
ment.

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THE OUTHWAITE BILL. 


SECTION 1219, Revised Statutes, requires that vol- 
unteer service since April 19, 1861, shall be taken 
into account in determining relative rank, and this 
would apply to the Outhwaite bill if it became a 
law. Wedo not wish to be understood as express- 
ing an opinion as to the abstract justice of the claim 
to readjustment of rark, according to lineal pro- 
motion from tbe grade of second;‘lieutenant up. 
Not because we have any hesitancy as to expressing 
avy opinion we clearly entertain, but because we 
are not clear as to the wisdom of such a complete 
boulever:ement! as would result from upsetting the 
results of regimental promotion which con-

THE ARMY AS A HIGH SCHOOL. 

We gave prominence to Captain Burns’s proposed 
system of Army Education in accordance with our 
general policy of encouraging discussion on subjects 
relating to the interest of the Services. There is 
another side to the question, and this is presented 
in acommunication we have just received. Our 
correspondent asks a question that is being asked 
by many other officers of the Army, and that why 
the district school should be brought into the 
Army: why in time of peace men who are not even 
possessed of a common school education should be 
enlisted for the Army. The country has a school 
ystem, a good one, free to all who choose tu avail 
hemselves of it. A young man whose early youth 
has been so misspent that he is an ignoramus at the 
ve of twenty-one should not, our correspondent 
hinks, be allowed to encumber the Service. — It is 
nothing to the purpose to say that his want of the 
nowledge that every American boy of fourteen 
pught to possess is his misfortune, not his fault; 
hat the necessity of working for a living has kept 
bim away fromschool. The same plea may be ad- 
anced, relatively, by the youth with a spinal cur- 
ature, that he is not to blame for the disqualifica- 
ion. There is no lack of young men who are fit, 
nentally as well as physically, for the ranks. The 
ecruit is to be a soldier, and if, after he has en- 
sted, he is to pass a portion of his time in learning 

hat every young American is supposed to know, 
omuch time is taken from that which might be 
pent in teaching him how to become a soldier. 
‘hen the recruit goes to the post school, he does 
0 by order; he is thus made to feel his ignorance, 
nd that he ism this respect apart from and be- 
eath his fellows, and he does not like it. That is 
psay, the American youth does not : the foreigner 
ho enlists for food, shelter, pay and clothing, 
ares very little about any thing else, for he has 
ways been under somebody in the Fatherland. 

Many of the enlisted men who make up the 
ast European armies are necessarily recruited from 
he peasantry who are dull naturally, and ignorant 

om force of circumstances. Such men offer a fine 
eld to the schoolmaster. But with an army of 
nly 25,000 men we can.afford to be more circum- 
pect and to reject applicants who have not already 
eceived the elementary instruction that Europeans 
nd necessary to administer to their untaught 
basses, The American youth is usually in advan-e 

it; and if recruiting officers will exert themselves 
he new men who come into the Service need not 
pa stupid lot. Let there be a system of instruc- 
on at all posts, but let it be military in its trend, 
ur correspondent argues, and serve for those who 
bow aptitude for the position of non-commissioned 
ficer and for those who desire to go up for ex- 
mination for commissions. Let the instruction be 
such a nature as to create in the mind of the 
idier the conviction that he is bound to make fair 
turn to his country for its fostering care of him 
nd of his home. 








Some time age we published the statement that the 
etman Mauser rifle was an American invention, 
bd we are now asked as to our authority for that 
tement. Those familiar with the facts are aware 
bat Mr. Mauser, at the time the weapon baving 
s name was invented, wasa skilled mechanie iu 
be employ of the E. Remington and Sons, Iliou» 
.Y., and that the first Mauser gun was construct- 
l at the expense of the Remingtons, and under the 





ingtons had an interest of one-half or more in the 
javention, but Samuel Remington, who for many 
years represented the company in Europe, bad such 
an unfortunate experience of the German Govern- 
ment’s illiberality to inventors that he sold bis in- 
terest in the gun to Mr. Mauser for $500. These 
facts fully justify our statement, referred to, 
that the Mauser is an American invention. The 
Lee rifle was also invented and constructed origi- 
pally at Ilion, and it furnishes the essential idea of 
most if not all of the rifles now in use in European 
arms, with the exception of the improved Chasse- 
pot or Gros. It certainly excites surprise in the 
mind of any one who is familiar with the history of 
small arm invention to find our Government going 
abroad for its Service weapon. The kingdom of 
Sweden and Norway, from one of whose subjects 
we obtain our new Army rifle, was the first foreign 
government to adopt and purchase an American 
breech-loader, the Remington. With proper en- 
couragement from the Government our small arms 
manufacturer might hold the field against the world. 
The design and essential idea of the breech loader 
and magazine gun, wherever it is found, is Ameri- 
can. The machinery used in the manufacture cf 
modern arms in all foreign countries manufacturing 
their own arms, is of American invention and in 
large measure of American manufacture. The 
macbinery in the armories of Germany was manu- 
factuted by the Pratt and Whitney Co., of Hart- 
ford, Cenn., and the German workmen were in- 
structed in its use by Yankee mechanics, sent 
out by that company and remaining in Germany 
for one or more years. 








THE selection of Lieutenant L. L. Reamey, U. 8, 
Navy, as the successor of Lieutenant Wood, late 
naval aide to Secretary Herbert, brings to the Sec- 
retary’s office au officer of much experience and 
ability. Lieutenant Reamey has seen much staff 
service and is an authority on neval questions in 
general, and he is fitted in a marked degree for the 
delicate duties of the position. 








THE provision of the Army bill reviving the 
grade of lieutenant-general, and decreasing the 
number of major generals, has aroused much oppo- 
sition all over the country, opposition that 
bringing itself to bear upon the members of the 
Military Affairs Committee. Several members of 
the Committee have received letters from individ- 
uals interested in the Army opposing any such 
plan as the revival of the grade of lieutenant-gen- 
eral, if it is to be done at the expense of a major- 
generalship. In view of this opposition it is con- 
sidered very doubtful that this proviso in the bill 
will prevail. It is in accord with military prece- 
dent that the ranking officer of our Army should 
have at least one grade above that of major-gen- 
eral, but it is difficult to explain why Congress 
should think it necessary to sacrifice one of our 
major-generals for a bvt. lieut. general. Consistency 
in legislation certainly requires that a proposition 
to increase the rear-admirals in the Navy should 
not be accompanied by one to reduce the number 
of officers of corresponding rauk in the Army. 
Give us a lieutenant-general if your generosity 
will concede so much, gentlemen of Congress, but 
do not deprive us of any of our major-generals.

A CORRESPONDENT of the New York Sun thinks 
the Police Department of New York City should be 
under the direct control of one man, a retired U. 8. 
Army officer and a Wret Point graduate, who has 
held the highest Army rank, to be assisted by three 
other retired Army officers of high rank, and says: 
“ Pioture our police with General 0. O. Howard in 
control and assisted by three retired Army officers 
and an election with the police stationed at the 
polls, would ballot box stuffers dare to ply their 
vefarious practices or would dives and dens con- 
tinue to exist? I thiok not.” 





THe New En .eland Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany bas just celebrated its jubilee and this year of 
grace is the fifty-first of its existenoe. It starts the 
year with an insurance list of 32.156, an annual 
premium /ist of over four million dollars and a line 
of insurance amountirg very nearly to the round 
hundred million of dollars. The company is wholly 
mutual, and every member is entitled to receive his 
justana equitable share of the fund remaining after 
providing for liabilities of every description. It 
distributes this year half a million of dollars among 
its insured, after setting aside over twenty-two 
millions to meet its liabilities, by reinsurance if ne- 
ceesary. 








WitTH the completion of new quarters at the 
larger military poste, the War Department is pur- 
suing the line of policy adopted some time ago of 
concentrating troops and of abandoning smaller 
poste. A number of changes are announced this 
week. Two companies of the 9th, at Fort Robinson, 
have been ordered to change quarters with two 
companies of the same command at Fort Du 
Chesne. One company of the 9ch has been ordered 
to proceed from Plattsburgh Barracks to Madison 
Barracks upon the arrival of the remainder of the 
21st [ofantry at the former post about June 1 next. 
Fort B.izs is to be abandoned and the two compan- 
ies there are to be quartered at Fort Sam Houston, 
Texas. This latter movement will make some 
changes necessary in the location of companies of 
the 18.h Infantry, and will concentrate the whole 
command at Fort Clark and new Fort Bliss. These 
movements will further deplete the transporta- 
tion fund and render more improbable any exten- 
sive regimental changes. The Journnat eaid last 
week that there would be no éxtensive changes in 
the stations of regiments, and late events show it to 
bave been correct in this statement. 





THE accounts of the National Home for Disabled 
Volunteer Soldiers have passed through the War 
Department for settlement since 1875, but the great- 
est material benefit to the Home from this supervi- 
sion bas only been felt under the present adminis- 
tration. Liws enacted in 1891 and 1893 bave enabled 
Secretary Lamont to greatly expedite the settle- 
ment of these sccountr, and be bas been untiring in 
his ¢fforts to bring them up todate. Heretofore 
they dragged on for years without a settlement, 
finally giving the Home treasurers much unneces- 
sary difficulty about the additional information re- 
quired, which would bave been easily given years 
ago when the transactions were fresb. The Second 
Comptroller has prepared a new set of account 
blanks for the use of the Home, exactly conform- 
ing to the old system used by the treasurers in their 
books and quite acceptable to them; and it is be- 
lieved that these. with the present methods, will 
enable the accounts to besettled in bglf the time 
that was formerly required, and even with one- 
third the delay, if monthly returns can be adopted 
instead of quarterly, so the papers will comeins 
steady stream ivustead of periodical floods. Toe 
Home asks for the right to the use of the penalty 
envelope and that the proceeds of sales may be util- 
ized for the benefit of the members, and the bonds 
which the different treasurers are required to exe- 
cute may be filed hereafter, as is required now for 
other disbursing officers of the General Government 
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AN exchange seems to think tbat the ovcasional 
grumbling by some of our soldiers against the con- 
eolidated mess may ‘‘ be due in part to the changed 
conditions of the digestive organs of the men.” 








Some of.the Army posts of the country will have 
distineuisbed officials visiting them within the next 
few days. Secretary Lamont is on a tour of inspec- 
tion in the South, and Gen. Schofield took passage 
on the train leaving Washington on March 28 for 
Chicago en route to San Francisco. Secretary La- 
mont will probably return within the next fort- 
night and it is understood that the trip is as much 
for the benefit of his health as for anything else. A 
color of truth ia lent to this statement because of 
the fact that Dr. Bryant accompanies him. When 
the party left here it was the intention to stop fora 
day or two at Fort McPherson, Ga. What bis route 
will beafter he leaves that post is problematical, as 
the Secretary declined to make public his itinerary 
before leaving Washington.

Some of the officials of the War Department be- 
lieve that when he arrives in San Francisco he will 
find Secretary Lamont waiting for him, tut they 
are wistaken. The Secretary cannot be absent for 
the length of time such a trip wil! require, 








RECENT DEATHS. 

Bvt. LIEUTENANT COLONEL JacoB C. DE GREss, 
captain, U. 8. A., retired, died March 21, at Austin, 
Texas. The deceased officer served with great 
credit during the war asa captain of the 6th Mis- 
souri Cavalry from 1§62 to May. 1865,and from May, 
1865, to September, 1866, as major and A. D.C. He 
was appointed 1st lieutenant, 9th U. %. Cavalry. 
July 28, 1866; was promoted captain in 1867, and re- 
tired on accoutit of wounds received in the line of 
duty December 31, 1870. He bad Regular Army 
brevets of captain, major and lieutenant-colonel, 
and lieutenant-colonel of volunteers for gallantry 
at Vicksburg, Miss.,and Bayou de Glaze, La. 

A ©ORRESPONDENT sends us the particulars of the 
death of Lieut. John H. Alexander, 9:bh U.S. Cav., 
which occurred March 26 at Springfield, Ohio, 
where be was attending a meeting of the Knight 
Templars. He was awaiting his turn to be shaved 
in a barber’s shop and complained of a painin his 
head. As herose totake his placein the chair he 
fell to the floor and was dead before any one could 
reach him. His body was taken to an undertaker’s, 
where a post mortem examination showed that he 
died from the rupture of oneof the large arteries 
near the beart. The War Departmeut was notified 
of his deatb, but gave no instructions as to an escort 
and the attention of Co. A, 9th Bat. [nf.,O. N. G.,a 
colored company, Was called upon. The remains were 
taken by his friendsto Wilberforce March 27. Lieut. 
Alexander entered the Military Academy from Ohio 
in 1883, being the son of slave parents and born in 
Arkaneas Jan. 6, 1864. He was then described as “a 
dark mulatto witb a bright, intelligent face.” He 
was graduated in 1887, and promoted to tbe 9:h U.S. 
Cavalry, with which he continued to serve with 
efficiency and credit until February last, when he 
was detailed professor of military science and tac- 
tics at Wilberforce University, which position he 
held at the time of hie death. 

CARPENTER JOSEPH Cox, U.S. Navy, retired, died 
at his home in Kittery, Me., March 24, aged 96. He 
was appointed carpenter nearly 60 years ago—May 
29, 1834—and was retired from active service Dec. 
21, 1861. 


Mrs. PR'TCHARD, & Venerable lady of 86, mother 
of Pay Insp. Artour 8, Pritchard, U.S. Navy, died 
March 18, at Baltimore, Md. 


COL XNEL CHARLES TREICHEL, Governor of the 
Soldier’s Home at Santa Mouica, Cal., a veteran 
well known in New York City, died March 28.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


The Military Academy Appropr'ation bill, passed 
by the House last Friday, appropriates $100.438—a 
smaller sum than bas been appropriated for the 
support of the Military Academv for many vears. 
The estimates originally were $599.463; the Secre- 
tary of War reduced them to $465 149 For the cur- 
rent year the appropriation i+ $432 540 

The House has paseed the bill sutnorizing Comdr. 
F. W. Dickins, U. S. N., to accept the decoration of 
the Cross of Naval Merit of the tbird class of Spain, 
conferred up~n bim for bis services in caring for 
tbe Duke of Veragua on tbe occasion of bis visit to 
this country as the cuest of the nation. 

Chairman Outhwaite, of the House Committee 
on Military Affairs, believes tbat the prospects are 
good for the passage, during the present session of 
Congress, of bis Army Reorganization Bill and the 
Curtis bill for the repeal of the ten-year enlistment 
law. These arethetwo measures relating to the 
Army that the committee will make special efforts 
to pass. 

The Curtis Bill bas already been favorably 
reported, and will be called up in the House on the 
first day assigned to the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs. Mr. Curtis. the author of the bill, bas re- 
ceived a large number of letters approving the 
measure, and believes it will pass the House with 
little or no opposition. Senator Manderson, who 
bas charge of the measure in the Senate, expects to 
get it up there in asbort time, and it will probably 
be passed by both Houses within the next few 
weeks. 

Mr. Outhwaite has received a large number of 
letters from officers of the Army in regard to his 
bil) for tbe re organization of the artillery and in- 
fantry. He says that the prevailing sentiment in 
the Army seems to be in favor of the general plan 
of reorgavization, though some suggestions are 
made as to modifications in the bill. These sugges- 
tions, he says, will receive consideration, as he had 
no idea in introducing the bill to regard it as a fin~ 
ality. He desired to haye the benefit of the views 
of the sub-committee. Hesaid there seemed to be 
some apprehension among officers that the provis- 
ion for lineal promotion in toe eleventh section of 
the bill might be construed to the disadvantage of 
officers who had seen war service, but who had 
been temporarily out of the service. Mr, Outh- 
waite said he bad nothing of this kind in contem- 
plation in drawing the bill, and the wording of the 
section would be carefully considered in the com- 
mittee. He further said that there was no ground 
for the belief that seemed to prevail in some quar- 
tera that the bill would sacrifice the infautry for 
the benefit of the artillery. Tne bill would proba 
bly be amended in committee so as to make the 
puwmber of infantry regiments twenty-one, instead 
of twentv. The net result of this would be to give 
two more companies of infantry than under the 
present arrangement of twenty-five regiments of 
ten companies each, while the great increase in the 
pumber of majors would greatly accelerate promo- 
tionsin the lower grades. 

The Hceuse took up the Military Academy Appro- 
priation Bill on Friday afternoon of last week, and 
passed it thesame evening. There was considerable 
debate over an amendment offered by Mr. Reed, of 
Me., to appropriate $50,000 to make the library build- 
ing fire proof, but 1t was finally withdrawn without 
being voted upon. Mr. Robertson, of Louisiana, 
moved to strike out the appropriation of $850 for 
completing the patatorium, and the House deoated 
his motion at — and then voted it down. Mr. 
Hull, of Lowa, raised a point of order that the pro- 
vision against the assignment of « fficers as instruct- 
ors or professors at the Academy within two years | 
after graduation was out of order as new legisla- 
tion, and after debate the point was sustained and 
the provision was stricken out. This was the only 
change wade in the bill. 

The jointsub-committee on the personnel of the 
Navy was in session on Saturday last and again on 
Thursday. On Saturday Rear Adrmira! J. G. Walker 
elaborated and explained the written statement 
which be had submitted with his proposed bill for 
the reorganization of theline. Lieut. 8. A. Stauo- 
ton, who assisted inthe preparation of Admiral 
Walker’s bill, also spoke in favor of it. Lieut. J. C. 
Colwell made additional arguments in support of 
the scheme for the establishment of a reserved list, 
previously presented by him, and Ensign A. L. Key 
Savoceted. Secretary Herbert's bill as the measure 
best suited to insure a steady fi»w of promotions, 
and at the same time keep the lower grades up to 
the required numbers. 

At tbe Thursday meeting Secretary Herbert and 
Commodore Ramsay appeared before the commit- 
tee. The Secretary was invi'ed to speak, but said 
he would not do so until all the officers desiring to 
be beard bad been before the committee. Commo- 
dore Rawsay advocated beginning the reform at the 
very commencement of .an officer’s career. He ar- 
gued that men entered the Navy at & greater age 
than was necessary or desirable, and that if they 
were started a few years younger part of the diffi- 





culty would be overcome. He advocated changing 


the law so as to have boys enter the Naval Acad- 
emv between the ages of fourteen and sixteen in- 
stead of between sixteen and Sweaty, ae af present. 
He also advocated the graduation of the bovs direct 
from the Academy without the two years’ cruise. 
He opposed the proposition to adopt the plan of 
promoting by selection, : 

The House Committee on Naval rffairs bas ap. 
pointed Messrs. Meyer, Maney and Hulick a sub- 
committee to confer with Mr. Sickles, representing 
the Military committee, on the laws relating to 
longevity pay in the two services. The object of 
the Military committee in aekivg for this confer- 
ence is the amendment of the law so as to prevent 
the counting of the time spent at the Military 
Academy in computing longevity pay.

J. Rufus 
Tryov, of the United States Navy, to acceot the dec»ra- 
tions of the “ Bust» de! Libertador” of the third class 
from tbe President of Venezuela, in acknowledement of 
the care and attention shown to the wounded officers and 
men of both political parties in the vicinity of La Guayra, 
Venezuel», during the revolution of 1892, 


H. Res, 148, Mr. Cummings. That that portion 
of the public reservations in the citv of Wasbineton lying

ANOTHER NAVAL BILL. 


The following is the text of a bill prepared 
bv Admiral Wa'ker and submitted to the Joint 
Commission of Congress: 


That from and afterthe passage of this act the active list 
of the line of the Navy sva!! consist of 20 rear-admirals, 69 
captains, 80 com m=2nders, 325 lieutenants, 75 lieutenants of 
the junior grade, 160 ensigos and naval cadets, under grad- 
uvates of the Naval Academy, as now authorized by law: 
Provided, That ne officer now in the Navy shall lose his 
com mission by the operation of this act. 

Sec. 2. That no promotions shall hereafter be made to the 
grades of commodore and lieutenant com mander on theac- 
tive list of the Navy: Provided, That chiefs of bureaus of 
the Navy Department sna'l oave the relative rank and re- 
ceive the pay now authorized by law. 

The cummodores at present on the active list shall be 
promoted by seniority to the grade of rear-admiral, subject 
to the examinations now required by law. Subsequent 
promotions to the grade of rear-admiral shall be made trom 
the grade of captain, as herein provited. 

Vacancies in the grade of lieutenant-commander shal! be 
considered as vacancies in the grade of lieutenant, and sna!! 
ve filled by promotion to that grade, thus increasing the 
number of lieutenants as the number of lieutenant-com- 
manders is diminished. 

A lieutenant, after ten years’ service as such, shall be en~- 
titled to the uniform and the raok now prescribed for lieu- 
tenant-commaniers, and shell receive an increase of pay 
of $200 dollars per year. After fifteen years’ service as 
suco, a lieutenant sball receive a further increase of pay of 
$200 per year. As long as the grade of lieutenant-com- 
mander continues to exist it shall be considered as forming 
with the grade of lieutenant one grade for the purposes of 
promotion and retirement, as bereinafter provided, and 
lieutenant-com manders shall be paid as lieutenants, com- 
putiog their seni >ritv from the dates of their commissions 
as lieutenant : Provided, Tnat nothing in this Act shall be 
construed to aff-ct the ra k or nav of officers now on tne re- 
tired list of the Navy: Provided further, That officers in the 
several staff corps of the Navy, wa» woull, under existing 
laws, become entitied to the relative rank of lieutenant- 
commander, when the line officers with whom they rank 
reach that grade, shall hereafter be entitied under corre: 
sponding circumstances to the relative rank of lieutenant 
of more than ten years’ seni ‘rity. 

Sec. 3. That the age of admission to the Naval Academy 
sball be not less than fifteen years nor more than seventeen 
years A naval cadet who, at the end of bis six years’ 
course, obtains in his final examination ninety-five per cen- 
tum of tbe meximum marks in seamaosbip, gunnery, navi- 
gation, and practical sea, coast, aod harb»r pilotage of the 
stations upon which he has served duriog his two years’ 
cruise, and is mark-d “excellent” io officerlike bearing, ap- 
titude, and capacity, may, up» the recommendation of the 
examining board, be advanced upon the ensign's list ten 
pumbers beyond the position in his class due to bis gradu- 
ating averages, 

Sec. 4. Toat promotions from the several grades of the 
line of the Navy shall be as follows: From the grade of en- 
sign to that of lieutenant of the juaoi or grade, six officers 
shall be prom tod by seniority and then one by selection: 
from the grade of lieutenant of the junior grade to that of 
lieutenant, five by seniority and then one by selection ; 
from the grades of lieutenant commander and lieutenant 
to that of commander, three by seniority and thea one by 
selection ; from the grade of commander to that of captain, 
two by seniority and then one by selection; from the grade 
of captain to that of rear admiral, wholly by selection: 
Provided, That the ratios of promotion from the several 
grades snail be continuous, that is, that an unfiaished ratio 
at the end of any balf-yearly period shall hb» carried over 
and completed in the next period: Provided further, That 
no officer shall be eligible for selectioa ua ier tae terms of 
this Act in time of peace unless.he has performed io the 
grade from which he is selected the following service in 
ses going men-of-war: 

Eosigns, two years; lieutenants of the juntor grade, two 
yeas; lieutenpant-commanders and lieutenants (considerea 
as one grade), tive years; commanders, prior to 1399, one 
year in command; from 1899 to 1902, both inclusive, two 
years in commaad; during and after 1903, three years in 
command: captains, prior to 1900, two years in command ; 
during and alter 1900, turee years in command, 
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Sec. 5. That promotions shall be gazotted only on the 
thirtieth of June end the thirty first of December of each 
year, but the commissions shall be dated to corresnond to 
the vacancies as ther occurred, and the officers shall take 
reok and receive pay accordingiv, On the firat davof Jure 
and December of each vear a board, or boards, consisting 
each of five officers senior to the grade or grades from 
which it is directed to make selections, shall be convened 
The members of each board shel] be sworn to perform, to 
the beat of their knowledge and ahility, the duties laid 
down in the sneceeding section, and to maintain the secrecy 
therein imposed, 

Sec. 6. That each board, baving before it al! the records 
and reports on file in the Nave Department relating to offi- 
cers Of the gradeor grades from which it ia directed to 
meke selectic ns, and bavirg been notified of the number of 
selections to be made, shall, considering onlv the efficie"cv 
of the naval service, select for promotion those officers 
whom it considers best fitted in all respects for the duties 
of the next bi: her grade, irrespective of their seuiority, but 
subject to the service tequirements of section four of this 
act. The list of selected officers, certified by the signatures 
of tre mewbers of the board, shall be sent under seal to the 
Secretary of the Navy by the twentieth of the month in 
which the board convenes, and the members of the board 
shall observe strict secrecy respecting their selections until 
after the promotions are made, During the grading of the 
retiring ages as hereinafter provided, the board or hoards 
convened in December shal! be furnished with the number 
of officers tr be selected to fill the vacancies falli g due on 
the first of January following, and shal! make the selections 
es above provided from officers not subject to retirement on 
the seid firat of January. 

Sec. 7. That not more than 45 naval cadeta shall be com- 
missiorne4 ag ensigns in any one year: Provided, That uatil 
Jan. 1, 1897, the nuwher of ensigns sball not be restricted by 
the provteinrg of section one of thic act, 

Sec. 8. That beginnirg Jan. 1, 1895.and during that year, 
captaire abel) be retired at the age of 58, commanders at the 
ave of 54, Heut..commanders ard lieutenants at the age cf 
50. Durire each succeeding year the retiring age for each 
g' ade shell he diminished by ore year, until the retirine age 
of canteing sball bave reached 57 yeers; that of command- 
ers 5L sears and that of lieutenants 45 veara, at which they 
sbe'l remain, Officers retired under the provisions of this 
section shall receive retired pay as now provided by law for 
ave retirements, 

Sec. 9. That nothing in this act shal! be corstrued to an- 
nul the existirg requirewents for examination previo 's to 
promotion to the next bigber grade of officers promoted bv 
seniority; and, upon such examination, officers foun?’ unfit 
professionally, or deficient in the officer hke qualities re- 
quired for the next higber grade, shall be retired witb the 
rank ard ore.helfof the sea pay of the grade they then 
hold: Provided That officers found unqualifisd by reason 
of misconouct sbal! he dismissed without pav as now re- 
quired by law. Officers selected fer promotion by the 
boards provided for in tbis act sball be subject only to the 
physical examin ation now required by law. 








ORDNANCE NO1ES. 


Herr Dowe, tbe Mannbeim tailor, is said to bave 
improved bis invention of a bullet proof coat, but 
as it weighs eigbt pounds, iris considered too heavy 
for use He bas also invented a blank cartridge, 
which will cost three pfannigs, instead of five aa 
pow. This saves 7,000,000 marks on the 137 000,000 
cartridges used annually by the German Army. 





From present indications there will be submitted 
for test a rumber of designs for small arms for the 
Navy. The Naval Ordnance Department bas 
received during the past week a pumber of applica 
tions for barrels for small arms. These will be man- 
ufactured sbortly and supplied at cost price to the 
individuals desiring them. Navy officials are feel- 
ing bigbly pleased at the way their plan for secur- 
ing a desizo for small arms is taking and believe 
tbat the ultimate result will be a splendid arm. 





Owing to the poor quality of the powder on band 
tbe O dnspce Department of the Navy bas been 
compelled to delay the range test of the great 13 in. 
gun. It wasexpected tbat the firing for velocity 
and pressure would be followed immediateiy by fir- 
ing op a range of ten miles down the Potomac River. 
This programme, however, has been prevented be- 
cause of the failure of the Dupont brown prismatic 
powder to come up to «xpectations. It failed to pro- 
duce the velecity or the pressures which had been 
estimated for it,and under these circumstances it 
wae decided not to attempt to throw the 1,106 Ib. 
projectile ten miles unless the quality of the powder 
could be improved. The gun will be fired just , 
soon as the Duponts furriseh powder which meta 
the approval of the Ordnance Department, which 
thus far they seem unable to do. 





The Ordvance Department of the Army has re 
ceived a report of the test of the two 1,000 pound 
Wheeler-Sterling shells for sea coast defence. The 
report isso encouraging thatthe department has 
ordered anotber consignment of the sbelis for 
further test. The shells were fired against a four 
and a balf inch plate and were only slightly set up. 
The- plate on the other band was broken and the 
oak backing considerably damaxed. When the 
shells were examined it was found that theaverage 
shortening of the sbell amounted to only thirty- 
seven hundredths of an inch. The bulge on the 
bead was only twelve hundredths of an inch, while 
that of the whole hody was three bundredtbs of an 
inch. The walls of these shells were two and three- 
quarter inches thick. The department thinks these 
rather thick and has directed that the projectiles 
just ordered haye walis which will be one-tenth of 
an inch thinner. 





The suresau of Ordnance has received a report 
from Lieut. N. E. Mason, in charge of the Indian 
Head Proving Grounds, giving the resuits of a test 
of the 12-inch experimental Harveyized nickel steel 
plate, furnished by the Carnegie Steel Company, 
and also of a test of one Johnson cast steel shot. The 
tests were made in copjunction with that of the 13- 
inch gun and in the presenc® of Secretary Herbert 
and otber distinguished cfilsials. Toe plate was 
mounted on a 24 inch oak backing and was fired at 
by 210 sncb gun 320 fertaway. Thecharge amounted 
to 171 38 pounds of 1 owder whicb buried a Johnson 
10 neh cast steel shot weighing 504 lbs. at it. witha 
striking velocity of 1,600 f. s. and a striking energy 
of 8,884 ft. tons. The shot when it struck the plate 
broke up intoa large number of pieces, leaving the 
point, however, welded in the plate, obtaining a 
penetration of 44¢ 10ches. The plate suffered two 
through cracks. A Carpenter projectile weighing 
500 pounds was used in the second round. It broke 
up on etriking the plate, and left the greater part of 
the head welded into it. The penetration was dis- 
covered to be about 744 inches. Tne plate suffered 


oe through cracks and a fice crack showed in upper 
ge. . 


The Senate Committee on Military Affairs bas re- 
ported favorably on the bill appropriating $50 900 
for the construction and test of a carriage to be 
built by the Pneawativ Gun Carriage and Power 
Company, of Washington, D. C. 





The Betblehem Steel Oompany is turning out ar- 
mor in & Wanner that is very pleasing to the Navy 
Department. The Bethlehem works have contr’nts 
for 10,000 tone of armor, and the (arnecie for 9.000 
Altogetber the two firms have delivered to the Gov 
ernment 9,000 tons, in the ratio of five to four. If 
the present rate is kept up the Department will 
have all the armor required for the new ships by

A preliwipary test of the great 13-in. zun was held 
Wednesday, March 21. at the[ndian Head Proving 
Grounds ir the presence of a distinguisheu party, 
including Vice President Stevenson, Secretary Her- 
bert, members of Congress and a good represen'a- 
tion of the chiefs of bureaus of the Navy Depart 
ment. Arrangements bad been made to dre the gun 
as seon as the visitors arrived, but owing to the 
bursting of a water pipe which moves the bydraulic 
macbinery upon which the gun is mounted, the fir- 
ing of the monster bad to be delayed until the pipe 
could be replaced. The secondary experiment of 
the occasion wasin the meantime undertaken, A 
500 Ib. Johnson cast steel shot was fired with 171 Ibs. 
of powder and one 1,600 ft. in velocity, ata ds- 
tance of 300 ft. About five inches of the projectile 
was driven into the plate, the remainder being 
broken into fragments, some of which rebounded 
200 or 300 yards. The plate was cracked, to 
the two edges nearest the point of impact, 
to an apparent depth of about five inches. A 
second shot fired was a Carpenter armor-piercing 
prejectile of the same weight and with the same 
cbarge, penetrated the piete to about the same 
depth, and was also completely shattered, but the 
shock opened the cracks made by the Johnson clear 
through the plate, loosening the portion of that shot 
which bad been imbedded in tbe mass and pretty 
thoroughly demolishing it. The 13 in. gun was then 
loaded with a 1.100 lb. shot and 403 lbs. of hexa- 
gonal brown powder. The initial velocity of the 
fi-st shot was 1,720 ft. a second; the second «hot, with 
480 ibs. of powder, gave a yelocity of 1,975 ft. per 
second. This completed the official programme of 
the day, but in the interim an exhibition was made 
of smokeless powder.

A wRITER in the St. James Gazette says: “All who 
know wha! the Ezyptian Army was when sir Evelyn 
Wood undertook to weld its disbanded and de- 
moralizod unite together eleven years ago, and what 
itis now, will probably agree with Mr. Milner’s 
estimate of the work done by British offiners in the 
Khedive’s service as “the most conspicuous success 
in the whole of our labors for the reorganization of 
Egypt ” 

AN Italian newspaper publishes the following 
characteristic letter from Napoleon I, to the cele- 
brated actor Talma: “1 have fought like a lion for 
the Republic, my 200d Talms, and now she rewards 
me by letting me starve. [am at the end of my re- 
sources. That wretebed Aubrey leaves me in the 
streets, when he could very well do something for 
me. 1 feel capable of accomplishing more than tie 
Gens, Santerre and Rossigno!, and there i« nota soul 
to employ me. You are fortunate! Your fame 
does not depend on any one.

M. DupeReE, upon whom the cross of the Lagion of 
Honor bas just been bestowed, is one of four chemists 
on whom is imposed the ae! unpleasant work of 
inep-cting all the Anarchist bombs that are found 
in Parisand finding out of what they are made, 
There is there a regular organized bomb depart. 
ment, and apecial buildings have been put up for ite 
use. Whenever a bomb is wade it is conveyed in a 
specially conetructed vehicle either to one of the 
four buildings or to some place where it can be 
barmlessly exoloded. This vebicle has a hooded 
seat, and a body well detached from it, hung on 
springs, and with lozenge shaped openings in the 
sides. The whole thing is extremely light, «0 as to 
effer no resistance in case of an explosion. The fuse 
bombs are the ones least fearad. The chemical ones 
are pever removed until they bave lain sone hours. 
In transporting them the vehicle goes at a slow pace, 
and the quietest streets are chosen. Policemen 
know it when they see it, and sgn to other vehicles 
to keep out ofits way. In three days of one week 
= less than thirty bombs had to be dealt with in 

aris. 


TEST OF UNITED STATES DREDGE “RAM '? 


A POWERFUL self-propellin= suction dredge has 
recentiy been built bythe Bucyrus Steam Shovel 
and Dredge Co.. of South Milwaukee, Wisconsin. for 
tbe Miseissippi River Commission, 4th D strict. Tne 
dredge was built on the Ohio River, and proceeded 
to its destination in Louisiana under its own steam, 
making aspeed of seven miles per bour, towing 
eleven pontoons. The test for capacity took place 
on Jan, 29, under supervision of Capt. Jvbn Millia, 
on the part of the Government, and Mr. A. W. 
Robinson, on the part of the builders. Tbe volume 
of discharge was measured by diverting the stream 
into water tight bins upon a large flat scow, fitted 
witb suitable s'uices and gates. Samples of the dis- 
charge were taken in this way for periods of thirty 
seconds every half hour during the test. At the con- 
clusion of the test the contents of the bins were 
allowed to settle undisturbed for forty hours, and 
were then accurately measured. Then the water 
was drawn off and the residue measured. This resi- 
due was found to consist of semi-fiuid mud on top 
and solid material in the bottom, and was therefore 
measured separately, with results av follows: Dura- 
tion of measured trial, 3 hours; total time pumping 
into seow, 3 min.; total measured volume, 70.76 cu. 
vis.; volume of residue after settling forty pours, 
88.37 cu. yde.; percentage, residue total volume, 54; 
rate of discharge of residue, cu. yd., per hour, 777; 
volume of semi fluid mud drawn off after 40 brs.. 
16.37 cu. yds.; volume of solid matter left, 22«u yde.; 
eemi- fluid mud reduced to solid materia’, 9.82 cu. 
vds.: total solid material discharged in 3 mioutes, 
31 82 ou. yds.; percentage of above to total volume, 
45; rate of discharge of solid material, cu. yds., per 
br., 636 4. 

The dredge was making a cut 100 ft., wide and 14 
ft., deep, discharging 10 ft. 61n. above the water at 
the prescribed distance, and the result, as will be 
seep, was more than double the guarantee. This 
large output was obtained steadily, and no attempt 
was made to sort the material. In this dredge the 
material 1s excavated andj fed uniformly and con- 
tinuously to the pump by arotary steel cutter head 
ofimproved form, so that the pump and pipe is 
always worked up to its maximum carrying capa- 
city, and the percentage of solid matter under per- 
fect control. The dredge was built from the designs 
of Mr. A. W. Robinson, the Chief Engineer of the 
Bucyrus Company.

ANNUAL INSPEOTIONS, NEW YORK. 


THERE will be a radical change this year in the 
mode ef making the annual inspections in the New 
York Guard. Heretofore orders bave been issued 
publisbing the dates on which organizations were 
to be inepected a month or more in advance of the 
time specified, but in the future this is to be 
chaoged, and commanding cfficers will receive 
only a few dava notice. Tne Inspector General bas 
been autoaorized to make the inspections whenever 
he sees fit, and this will greatly facilitate his work. 
The new system is copied from that in vogue in the 
U.S. Army, and isastepin the right direction. 


NEW ARMORY, FIRST BRIGADE NEW YORK, 


THE new armcry to be occupied by Ist Brigade 
Head quarters, 714t Regiment, 21 Battery and Signal 
Corps, was inspected by Mayor Gilroy and other 
members of the Armory Board on March 27, and 
was accepted by the Mayor, who. in a pleasant 
speech, formally turned it over to Brig.-Gen, Louis 
Fitzzereld. commanding the brigade. [nS. O. 15, 
March 27, 1894, Gen. Fitzgerald directs that the ar- 
morv be assigned to the lat Brigade Headquarters, 
the 7ist Regiment, the 21 Battery and the Signal 
and Telegraph Corps. It was receivei by the com- 
mands in question with more than usual pleasure. 
The orders also direct the several organizations 
above named to occupy the premises on Saturday, 
March 31, 1894. and that they will parade for that 
purpose at 3p mM, under the escort of the 7th Regi- 
ment, Col. Daniel Appleton. The brigade com- 
mander and staff and Signal Corps will pro- 
ceed to the old armory of the7lst Regiment at lu7ith 
street and Lexington avenue, where they will, un- 
der escort of the 7°b. parade down 5th avenue to 
thearmory. Toe 21 Battery, Capt. Wilson, which 
also has quarters in the new building, will form in 
battery at the Plaz+at59tb street and 5th avenue, 
and fire a salute, afcer which it will join the column 
and proceed tothe pew armory. Tae interior has 
still to be completed in some details, such as lockers, 
guo racks, rifls range, kitchen, gas fixtures, etc. 
These will be supplied within afew weeks. The es- 
tablishment of brigade beadquarters in the new 
building will fill a long felt want, and will prove 
advaptsgeour in many wayr, besides being the first 
oase wWherea brigade or division commander here- 
abouts bas been provided with permanent and ade- 
quate quartere. Then there is another advantage 
trom tbe fact that the Signal Corps can, from the 
tower of the new building, communicate by signal- 
ing with every armory in thecity. There will also 
be telegraph communication witn the W. C. T. Co. 
The new building is builtof a rough gray granite 
with a tiled roof, and could be defended against 
&)most any force except artillery, as being set on a 
hillside it com mands the approaches from al! direc- 
tions. It would be an easy matter for its riflemen, 
safely posted at the loopholes and embrasures 
which are provided on every floor, and b-hind the 


parapets, to pick off an enemy blocks away, The 


exact spot where the armory stands was chosen by 

the troops during the draft riote as the best possi- 

ble position, and by holding it they cleared 4th 

yen and Sith street, and terrorized the whole 
t side.

THIS command was reviewed at its armory on the even- 
ing of March 26 by Adjt.-Gen. Porter, who was accom- 
panied by the following as a staff: Gen. J. M. Varian, Ord, 
Dept.; Gen. T. H. McGrath, Inspector General; Geo.
